The Poetry of W. B. Yeats. By Louis 
rye London: Oxford University Press. 


E VERYONE is aware of the furious con- 
troversy which raged around the work 
of Joyce for so many years. Few people 
are aware, however, that almost as bitter 
a controversy raged around the later work 
of Yeats in England during those last 
strange and ‘agitated years before the 
present war. e dispute was largely 
confined to modernist circles, and was too 
highly specialised to reach the wider 
public 

When Yeats was accepted by all and 


| sundry as the chief poet of his time, a 


determined effort was made by the older 
and younger leaders of the modernist 
groups to capture the at man as an 
ally of their cause. . S. Eliot, Ezra 
Pound and W Lewis, in prose and 
verse, hailed Yeats as a bela convert 
to their school. They dismissed, with ill. 
guised impatience, most of what he had 
written before the age of fifty. The war- 
cry was caught up by the younger Left 
school. i 
There was much in the later work of 
Yeats to appeal to the younger English 
poets. His air of apparent disillusion, 
s moods of vidlence and bitterness ex- 
pressed for them their own disillusion and 
dissatisfaction with the unhappy period in 
which they found themselves. But Yeats, 
despite his fame, proved an.embarrassin 
liability rather than an asset. Heated 
essays and articles in advanced literary 
riodicals and coterie magazines failed to 


‘force his genius within the narrow limits 


of propaganda for the anti-traditionalist 
school 


A Mere Reactionary 


The only genuine study of Yeats’s later 
bus was made by the American critic, 

mund Wilson, in Axel's Castle, a 
lengthy essay, which shows Yeats’s place 
in the symbolist movement. 

Mr. MacNeice’s book is largely a re- 
capitulation of this excited, topical con- 
troversy, which seems to have been for- 
gotten in England since the war. Even 
on his own admission, the topical element 
in his own book is already out of date. 
It is fashionable, he tells us, “in some 
circles in England to-day to dismiss Yeats 
as a mere reactionary, a man who wrote 
elegantly in an outmoded manner, and 
preached a gospel which was not only 
obsolete but vicious.“ Such is the 
whirligig of fashion! 


for much that Yeats has written, and one 


| wonders why he has written this book at 


all. We begin with a conducted tour 
through Yeats’s early work, with Mr. 
MacNeice as an extremely irascible guide, 
pointing out what he likes or dislikes-- 
all in a tone of nervous irritability. ‘‘ The 
Wanderings of Oisín ” and the Countess 
Cathleen ” are dismissed as showing “the 
langour of late Victorian old age.” We 
learn that in The Wanderings of Oisin ” 
„the rhythms are sometimes the more 
vulgar rhythms of the Romantics, some- 
times feeble.” ' — 

Mr. MacNeice is never satisfied wit 
leaving well alone. Here is a typical 
example: The poem, ‘Innisfree,’ was 
inspired by the sight of a London shop- 
window where a little ball was dancing on 
a jet of water 

A poet like W. H. Auden (and, maybe, 
Shakespeare, too) would most probably 
have included the little ball in the first 
verse of the poem, which would not 
necessarily have been either better or 
worse for it. but which would then habe 
become a different poem. 


. Criticism 


This passage is, in fact, a clue to Mr. 
Mac Neice's mentality. He is always tell- 
ing us that if Leats had only done some- 
thing else, his poems would be different 
poems. Poets of to-day are as much inte- 
rested in accidentals as in essentials, and 
their attitude in art is perfectly reason- 
able. But it is unreasonable and atrocious 
criticism to judge other forms of art by 
contrary principles. 

Shelley tried to anticipate his critics by

He has an aversion from what he calls 
“ the bugbear of beauty, and some of the 
loveliest poetry of our age only annoys 
him. Yeats held that an opinionated 
mind is the worst of all. And certainly, 
there are no arguments with which one 
can confute the literary philistine. 

T. S. Eliot, Ezra Pound and others 
reject the Irish element in Yeats’s poetry. 
They do so not because of any particular 
prejudice, but because the Irish mind, in 
its present state, at any rate, is intensely 
traditional. But that element is ineradic- 
able from Yeats’s poetry, and is for most 
of us here one of its chief pleasures and 
not one of its greatest faults. 

For more than forty years Yeats lived 
continuously in this country, writing, 
arguing, quarrelling, influencing and 
being influenced. Mr. MacNeice seems to 
be unable to face these facts squarely 
because he does not appear to like facts 
which do not suit his argument. 


Hamlet Without the Play 


We are often given Hamlet without 
the Prince of Denmark. Mr. MacNeice 
endeavours to give us Hamlet. without 
the play. In other words, his study is 
largely an attempt to remove Yeats from 
the Irish literary revival, and present him 
against an English background. Like 
Thomson in Tir na nÓg, he refuses to 


the highly distilled and volatile spirits of | 
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believe in all this Irish nonsense, and 
grips the bowler hat of reality. 

He tell us that there is little of interest 
in Anglo-Irish poetry in the past. Before 
Yeats the best poetry written by Irishmen 
had been anonymous ”’; in other words 
the street ballads and broadsheets. He 
sweeps aside as “ arid intellectualism ” 
the famous series of essays in which Yeats, 
A.E. and others defined the early aims and 
objects. of our literary movement. He 
dismisses in a few contemptuous lines the 
poetry of Colum, Campbell, O’Sullivan as 
lacking in brainwork.“ 

The extent of Mr. MacNeice’s acquaint- 
ance with modern Irish letters may be 
judged by the following remark: It is 
probable that the fresh output of original 
Gaelic verse during the last fifty years has 
had effects both on the manner and the 
matter of much recent poetry written by 
Irishmen in English.” Mr. MacNeice may 
be excused for being unaware of the fact

Aire's Peril 


Mr. de Valera, in his Dail spekch on 
Thursday, repeated his previous statements | 
that this country was in danger—not, he 


said, because any of the belligerents 
“wanted directly and immediately to 
injure them,” but because the country 
happened to be in such a position that 


to try and seize that territory in order 
to gain a military advantage over .the 
other.” Mr. de Valera is a mathematician, 
who, doubtless, remembers. his Fuclid. 
“Things that are equal to the same thing 
are equal to one another.” General 
Mulcahy asked him: “ Does the Taoiseach 
suggest that danger comes from both belli- 
gerents?’’ whereupon Mr. de Valora not 
only said that he.did make such a sugges- 
tion, but added that it was a danger that 


war should become more acute. We-do not 
agree with the Taciseach—a shortcoming 
for which, no doubt, he will fofgive. us; 


propose to challenge his arguments at the 
moment. If we leave aside the political 
points of his speech, there is much sound 
sense in his remarks. Certain facts must 
be faced by the people of this country. 
The chief fact is that our island may 
become isolated from the rest of the world 
for a considerable period of time, Our 
Government can do little or nothing about 
it. It is far too easy to say that Mr. de 
Valera and his colleagues ought to have 
taken this or that precaution—that they 
ought to have anticipated the existing 
condition of affairs, and all the rest of 
it. Recrimination is the simplest and 
most futile form of argument; and in the 
present crisis of Irish affairs nothing 
could be less helpful. Two things matter 
now. One is that the people should realise 
the gravity of their position; the other 
is that they should ‘take whatever steps 
may be possible to save themselves from 
its consequences. The truth is that Eire 
no longer can obtain certain necessary 
supplies. The reasons may be of academic 
interest; they have no practical bearing 
on the facts. If Eire had a mercantile 
marine of her own she might, or might 
not, be able to bring these supplies to her 
shores. She has not a mercantile marine, 
and all the King’s horses and all the 
King’s men cannot give her one in the 
circumstances that exist to-day. To 
upbraid the Government on this score, 
therefore, is merely to beat the air. Can 
we secure certain essential supplies without 
a mercantile marine? That is the question 
which Mr. de Valera and his colleagues 
must try to answer; and, in their effort 
to answer it, they are entitled to the 
active support of every member of Dail 
Eireann, as well as of the general public. 
In the past they may have been guilty of 
sins of omission ; that does not matter now. 
Their duty is to do everything in their 
power to provide a sufficiency of feod for 
the people of the twenty-six counties; to 
keep as many citizens as possible in 
gainful employment, and, above all, to 
maintain public order throughout the 
country. | : 

For the moment, the most; important 
task that faces the Government, is to 
enforce the production of the maximum 
amount of food within the territory under 
its control. Everybody realises the diffi- 
culties with which the farmers are con- 
fronted. They lack capital. They are 
handicapped by a shortage of fertilisers. 
They are conservative to a degree, and 
hardly can be expected to change the whole 
basis of their agricultural economy over- 
night. Yet, needs must when the devil 
drives; and, if our agricultural producers 
do not provide the people with more food, 
the danger of starvation, or at least of 
dire want, will become far more acute 
than the danger of attack by this or that 
belligerent: For eighteen months the 
inhabitants of this country have been 
living in a fool’s paradise. They have 
gone short of nothing; and the time now 
has come when they must be forced to 
realise that their halcyon days are at an 
end. Probably the most urgent problem 
is that of wheat. It has been estimated 
that, on the basis of a ninety per cent. 
extraction, Eire, in order to maintain her 
present rate of wheat consumption until 
the next harvest—say until the middle of 
September—will require 44,000 tons of im- 
ported wheat, or its equivalent in other 
cereals. No amount of additional tillage 
can bridge that gap. If the Government 
cannot obtain the necessary imports, the 
strictest economy must be enforced. 
Ministers have stated in Dail Eireann 
that in some parts of the country wheat 
is being fed to animals. We can think of 
no greater crime against the community. 
Happily, this country is peculiarly rich 
in its production of potatoes, which can— 
and must—be used as a substitute for 
wheat. We do not believe that our people 
are so irresponsible as sometimes they are 
alleged to be. Once they can be convinced 
of the facts they will be prepared to face 
them; and it is in this respect that 
the Government has a definite duty. 
In our opinion, in view of the admitted

All waste ought to. be 
eliminated, and condign punishment 
ought to be inflicted on those who refuse 
to do their duty as-citizens.

In all human 
likelihood the position of this country in 
regard to supplies will become worsé 
rather than better during the next twelve

Yet their 
eyes have been opened to the presence of 
other things than fine buildings. If the 
German bombs have destroyed noble 
‘churches, they also have devastated somo 
of the worst slums in Europe, with tho 
result that hosts of, Englishmen have 
learned for the first time of the existence 
of this blot upon their capital city; and 
anybody who makes a careful study of the 
London Press will realise that there is a 
growing desire that the London of the 
future shall be free of slums. Only a 
minute fraction of London’s area has been 
scarred so far by bombs; yet the damage 
has been sufficiently widespread to require 
wholesale rebuilding when peace returns 
and the decent arts of civilisation can bo 
resumed. Will. London be rebuilt pre- 
i cisely as it stands? An increasing number 
of people say No“: a nobler city must 
take its place. The best—such of it as 
has been destroyed—cannot be replaced; 
the worst must not be replaced. Captain 
Ansell speaks of the unexampled 
opportunity to improve London, and, if 
the work of improvement is undertaken in 
a genuine spirit, the aerial war may prove 
to have been a blessing, rather than an 
unmitigated curse, to England. He con- 
templates a city from which many of the 
present discomforts will have been 
removed—not merely the slums, but many 
of the factories: a city which will be so 
planned that workers will not have to 
spend ar hour travelling to their work and 
another hour travelling home from it: an 
old city remodelled for the needs of the 
twentieth century. 

Is there any reason why a similar vision 
should not be realised in respect of Dublin? 
It is true that circumstances here are not 
the same as those in London: there has 
been no wholesale bombing, to save the 
labour and expense of demolition, and, 
please God, there never will be. Dublin, 
however, is a smaller city, and it has the 
great advantage over London that large 
areas have not “ just growed,” like Topsy, 
but have been planned by the most 
thorough- going body of town-planners that 


Streets Commissioners. The lines on which 
a start might be made have been defined 
within the past year or two in the sketch- 
plan of Dublin, prepared by three distin- 
guished consultants, and approved by the 
City Council. Mr, James Dillon has urged 
Dail Eireann to scrutinise this plan and to 
ascértain if even the least part of it could 
not be brought into immediate operation. 
It, is good counsel. The legislative diffi- 
culties can be overcome—even if special 
measures are needed—with little delay, 
and men can be set to work at once. With 
other things, the plan recommends the 
demolition of acre upon acre of slum 
tenements and the rehousing of the people 
in new suburbs: The slums cannot be 
| demolished yet; it may be a fact that the 
new colonies cannot be built for want of 
imported materials—although there is good 
reason to believe that, in respect of build- 
ing materials, Ireland is far closer to 
self-sufficiency than most people imagine; 
but a great deal of preliminary labour can 
be undertaken at once. Sites for the new 
colonies can be marked out in accordance 
with the plan; the necessary roads can 
be constructed; sewage systems can be 
installed; foundations for the houses 
themselves can be laid. These tasks could 
be made to provide employment for 
thousands of men—employment which 
would create real wealth for the country 
at large. There ought to be no delay. 
Every detail of the consultants’ plan ought 
to provide an opportunity for work, if not 
now, in the very near future. Unlike the 
British, who must defer all such work of 
construction yntil the war is over, we are 
free to start building at once. Ireland's 
most dangerous problem is that of unem- 
| ployment ;” work must be found for a 
growing host of workless men. Must they 
be set to useless labour that will have no 
permanent value, or will their energies be 
devoted to the creation of a city that will 
be a source of pride and happiness to 
their descendants? There ought to be only 
one answer.,

Royal Academy Exhibition 


The Royal Academy has lost one-third 
of its gallery space, some of the glass roofs 
having been blasted away: but it is 
intended to open the usual summer exhibi- 
tion on May 5th, and the pictures to be 
chosen have to be submitted by March 31st. 
It is not expected that they. will be 
numerous, as so many artists are serving 
in the different services, while the older 
men have been working under great diffi- 
culties. Many of them have had their 
studios shattered and have left London 
for the country. It is now thought that 
there will be many pictures of the war and 
its effects in Britain and oversea. Quite 
a number of portraits of people who are 
prominent nowadays will be included. 


Insurance of Furniture 


Among the changes proposed to the War 
Damage Bill, which is reaching its final 
stages in the House of Lords, is a clause 
which will give free insurance against war 
risks up to the value of £200 for furniture 
in houses and of £50 for furniture placed 
in storage. Already many people have had 
to store their household possessions owing 
to service in the fighting forces or in the 
civil defence branches, and more will have 
to do so if they take on work in munition 
factories in districts away from their 
homes. In these circumstances the propose! 
to grant free insurance for stored furniture 
will be welcomed by many. 


Transporting a Hospital 


For some months past a complete 
hospital on the sectiona! principle, so that 
it can be transported across the Atlantic 
and erected quickly in this country, has 
been under construction in the United 
States. Word now has been received that 
;t is completed and is being packed for 
shipment. The hospital will have 125 beds, 
with a mobile unit and a staff of more 
than eighty nurses. The entire cost of 
construction and maintenance of the 
hospital will be borne by Harvard 
University and the American Red Cross 
Society. The main object of the hospital 
will be the study, diagnosis and preven- 
tion of infectious diseases under war-time 
conditions. ‘This country is providing the 
ground upon which the hospital will be 
erected, and a site of several acras has been 
selected in the south-west area of England. 


Prices of Used Motor Cars 


Colonel Moore-Brabazon, Minister of 
Transport, has been considering the ques- 
tion of fixing standard prices for used 
motor ears, t after conferences with 
representatives of the motor industry it 
has been decided that for the present 
action by the Government is impracticable. 
It was suggested that the part exchange 
schedule drawn up by the motor trade, 
when old cars were taken in part exchango 
for new models, should bo the basis of the 
controlled prices, so that a car would lose 
a certain proportion of its value for every 
vear of its age; but in these times, when 
the demand so greatly exceeds the supplr, 
it was found that this principle of valua- 
tion was not applicable to cars of all makes 
and sizes. | 


Jam and Marmalade 


In respons> to strong representations 
made to the Government for the addition 
of certain commodities to the rationing 
scheme the Minister of Food has decided 
that distribution should be on a ration 
basis. A start is to be made with jam and 
marmalade. It is believed that the amount 
available will allow every person in the 
country to have a full ration on the basis 
of half a pound a head of either per 
month. At present distribution is so 
uneven that in some districts shortages 
occur, whereas in other neighbourhoods 
supplies are more than sufficient. 


Feeding of Race Horses 


It has been noticed during the past few 
days that many protests are being made in 
certain quarters—possibly not unconnected 
with the anti-gambling campaign—against 
the war-time feeding of racehorses. They 
centre on the quantity of oats consumed, 
and the morai is drawn that, if the outs 
given to racehorses were fed to fowls, there 
would be a considerable increase in the 
number of eggs. All this tends to become 
rather ridiculous, inasmuch as the increase 
im egg production would be comparatively 
small, while the horse-breeding industry, 
particularly as regards racehorses, is esti.

The Times, in a leading article to- day, 
says: —Long before Admiral Darlan made his 
intemperate statement on the British blockade 
to the representatives of the American Press 
in Vichy, the British Government already 
had acceded, on humanitarian grounds, to the 

ansage of consignments of medical and other 
dly-needed supplies into unoccupied France. 
The relief ship called Harbor,“ which car- 
ried the first of these cargoes, arrived at 
Marseilles a few days ago. It is not the 
policy of Great Britain to inflict one single 
avoidable hardship upon the people of France. 
The legitimate and recognised weapon of the 
blockade was deliberately adopted by Britain 
and France at the beginning of this war, just 
as it had been during the years 1914 to 1918 
when it was a principal factor in the Allied 
victory. The method was FM by Admiral 
Darlan ‘himself, in a special Order of the Day, 
at the end of 1939, Since that time circum- 
stances have changed. Instead of fighting 
Germany, the Admiral and his Government 
are collaborating with Germany. They can- 
not expect this country, which bas not 
changed its mind either on the aims of the 
war or the means of achieving them, suici- 
dally to debilitate its measures of pressure 
upon the author of this war. 
It is, moregver, important to bear in mind 
that Admiral Darlan—at the behest, of 
course, of Berlin—has asked virtually for a 
lifting of the whole blockade in so far as it 
affects France, and also that Britain has, in 
fact, already been generous in the matter of 
allowing ships to pass through to French 
ports. Although the Admiral spoke of hav- 
ing to feed forty million Frenchmen—he is, 
in fact, only responsible for about a third 
of that number—he is asking for other 
materials, some of which are scarce in Ger- 
many, and the passage of which through 
France would seriously impair the effective- 
ness of the blockade. It is known, for in- 
stance, that the railway system of Germany 
has been considerably disorganised; but, in 
fact, many fat-producing stuffs come from 
the French Empire overseas, and to allow an 
unlimited amount of axle grease to go 
through would counteract the splendid work 
which the Royal Air Force is doing, and 
which may contribute greatly to shortenin 
the war. It could perfectly well be argue 
that the British blockade is being too 
leniently, rather than too harshly, applied 
where France is concerned; for n a 
considerable traffic is allowed between the 
North and West African ports and Mar- 
seilles. 
So long as Vichy, in pursuance of a de- 
clared pe icy of collaboration with Germany, 
feeds the Nazi war machine, it is in no posi- 
tion to demand unrestricted passage for sup- 
plies to. France.

Mr. Wendell Willkie, and members of the 
Cabinet and the Diplomatic Corps are 
expected to attend the dinner. 

The President will be heard from 2.30 a.m. 
(G. M. T.) on Sunday morning until 3 a.m.

FOR BRITAIN 


CCORDING to the Press Association, | 
A the Miyako Shimbun says: With the 

bill as its springboard the United 
States has leaped into the European war as 
Britain’s undeclared partner.” Certainly the 
majority in favour is impressive—4, to 1 
exactly. More important than this, however, 
is the probable effect on the course of the 
war in the months immediately approaching. 
In the broadest, politico-strategic sphere, the 
measure is certainly responsible for the other- 
wise surprising visit of the Japanese Foreign 
Minister to Europe. ml certainly it 
explains the notable “ hedging carried out 
in the last week or ten days by the Great 
Enigma—Cancellation of Molotoff’s address, 
hand-washing in Bulgaria, rumoured promise 
not to attack Turkey, etc. 
Regarding the immediate advantage to 
Britain and her Allies, it will probably take 
the form of a further naval reinforcement. 
Mosquito boats—i.e., motor torpedo-boats, or, 
rather depth-charge boats—are available. 
These will be useful more to help close the 
narrows to invasion-threat than hunt 
submarines. They can only operate clase in- 
shore—and in this war, submarines are not 
operating quite close in. Mine-laying in 
estuaries and the like is now being done b 
aircraft, which are also used to attac 
shipping in harbours. 


DESTROYERS NEEDED 


More useful would be the 45 further 
destroyers said to be available from various 
sources. There are, for instance, such excel- 
lent ships as the cruising cutters of the 
Revenue Service (2,000 tons, 1 65-inch one 
and a seaplane, several A.A. pieces, 20 knots) 

which seem ideal for convoy work, America 
would only employ her newest and best 
destroyers, in the event of her —— to fight 
Japan in the Pacific, and, consequently, many 
older craft should be available. Such would 
serve quite well for anti-submarine convoy.

The figures were the third heaviest since the 
war began. If the experience of the last war 
can be taken as a complete guide, losses 
should mount as the days lengthen and 
weather improves.

WANT A KNOCK-OUT 


Aircraft open up new conditions. They 
directly add their quota to sinkings, but, on 
the other hand, defending aircraft will 
operate with better prospects as weather con- 
ditions improve. Latterly, too, A.-A. fire 
from ships has been meeting with increasing 
success, and this tendency is reasonably cer- 
tain to become emphasised as time goes on. 
At all events, the Luftwaffe appears to be 
redoubling its efforts, with a view to scoring, 
if possible, a knock-out before American 
assistance becomes expanded to the fullest 
extent. This is the explanation of heavy 
raids on the Bristol Channel ports, East 
Coast convoys, Portsmouth, etc., recently 
reported.

THE ANSWER TO ATTACKS ON 
SHIPPING 


— — 
BY OUR MILITARY. CORRESPONDENT. 


There appears to be no doubt thab 
Germany also is progressively reinforcing 
her effectives in Italy. A figure as high as 
three hundred thousand has been given for 
the total. The concentrations are stated to 
be greatest around Naples and in Sicily. 
Two Panzer-divisionen are said to be the 
strength of the reinforcements in Tripoli- 
tania. All this represents a very important 
effort, but it is certainly well within Ger- 
many’s present possibilities. The most. in- 
teresting operations so far resulting from 
this German advance have been the intensive 
bombings of Malta. To these the British 
have replied by similar raids on Tripoli— 
almost exactly miles due south of Malta. 
In either case the bombings are, very likely, 
either preliminagies to—or parts of—more 
considerable operations. The recent visite of 
General Weygand and Admiral Abrial to 
Vichy afford proof that the French Govern- 
ment also are alive to the significance of this 
zone of the Central Mediterranean. 


BRITISH SUCCESSES 


A Vichy report of March 11th states that 
a powerful convoy left Gibraltar, preceded 
by two reconnaissance planes and covered by 
a smoke screen, The convoy comprised *‘two 
large transports and 19 merchant ships.’ 
The escort consisted of an aircraft-carrier, 
a battleship, a cruiser and five destroyers. ' 

his is, manifestly, Admiral Somerville’s 
“flying squadron”—the erniser being, 
presumably, the battle-cruiser’ Renown. For 
the rest, there have been two British suc- 
cesses in the Mediterraneau, as a result of 
which an Italian light cruiser and a “heavilys 
laden Italian troop transport of the Sicilia 
class of 9,646 tons ' were sunk, 

The British offensive in East Africa pro- 
ceeds at a steady pace, in a progressively- 
closing encirclement. The left, around 
Keren, in Eritrea, is the pivot - flank, the 
right in Somaliland is the wheeling flank. 

a centre consists mainly of Abyssinians 
with a stiffening of specialist and technical 
troops. With the difference that it faces in 
the opposite direction, the general set-up 
closely resembles the Italian manceuvre of 
1 , The development of the right flank’s 
inward wheel has exploited the terrain 
features very suitably—never forgetting com- 
mand of the sea and of the air. 


x IN SOMALILAND 


The main features of Italian Somaliland 
are the two great rivers—Juba and Webi 
Shebeli—which flow right across the country 
from N. W. to 8.E. The Juba enters the 
Indian Ocean at Kismayu. The Webi Shebeli 
threatens to do the same at Mogadishu, but 
instead it turns at right angles and runs 
parallel to the coast, joining the Juba near 
its mouth. The advancing British forces 
made good use of each river-line in turn. 
Now they have struck north up the Tug 
Fafan, a tributary of the Webi Shebeli. The 
valley of this river leads by Gabredarre, 
Sassabaneh and Dagabur towards Harrar and 
Dire Dawa. The new advance aims to kill two 
birds with one stone—i.e., to cut the Jibuti 
railway and to force the evacuation of British 
Somaliland. The latest reports are that only 
two Italian garrisong remain there now. 
Simultaneously, no doubt, aero-naval forces 
will endeavour to mop up along the coast, 
all round the Horn o Africa. 41 is urgent 
for the British to make haste while the 
weather holds. Once the rains come their 
mechanical and motorised advantages will be 
seriously curtailed.
